A.—General particulars as to the total 
amount and purpose of the proposed loan, its 
term, and the suggested method of repay- 
ment. 

B.—The expected benefit as regards a re- 
duction in the retail prices of essential 
commodities, giving information as to the 
particular industries which will be affected 
and the approximate date of commencement. 

C.—Charges which can: be given as 
security. 

On this point the Committee desire in- 
formation as to the assets and revenues which 
will be available as security and particulars 
of any existing charges thereon. ‘These par- 
ticulars should be supplemented by copies, 
if available, of audit balance sheets and 
pro. . and loss accounts for the past five 
years, and supplemented by a statement for 
the same period showing clearly the yearly 
net profits remaining after meeting all out- 
lays and provisions (including depreciation, 
excess profits duty and corporation profits 
tax) and interest and sinking fund | instal- 
ments on all debentures, etc., which will 
rank prior to the proposed loan. 

D.— The additional net revenue expected to 
be earned as a result of the proposed ex- 
penditure, quarterly, half-yearly, or yearly, 
@s may be appropriate. 

E.—From what source it is proposed to pay 
the interest on the loan during the period 
before revenue is available for the purpose, 
e.g., whether out of existing funds or out of 
the proceeds of the loan. 

F.—-Evidence that the proposed undertak- 
int can be financed for the sum estimated. 

G.—Particulars as to the preliminary 
formalities, if any, which will be necessary 
before issuing the loan or commencing the 
work (e.g., sanction of Oireachtas, meetings 
of debenture holders, shareholders, etc.). 

H.—Particulars of any attempts which have 
already been made to finance the scheme, 
Fine details of the terms which could have 
seen obtained. 

Subject to satisfactory particulars being 
forthcoming on points of this kind, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce wishes 
applicants for loans or guarantees to feel free 
to put forward any proposals, however un- 
usual, that offer a genuine prospect of 


reductions in the cost of living. 


SEVENTY-SEVEN BODIES: 


HANDED BACK TO RELATIVES. 


Yesterday the remains of seventy-seven men 
who were executed in the vears 1922 and 1923 
were handed over by the Free State military 
authorities to relatives in various parts of the 
country. In Dublin the bodies numbered 
eighteen, and included those of Krskine 
Childers, Liam Mellowes, and Rory O’Connor, 
During the day the bodies were re- 
moved from the followin places to 
the Hardwicke street Hall thie r's Bush 
Barrack (five), Mountjoy Jail. (four), .Kilmain- 
ham Jail (four), and Arbour Hill . Barrack 
(five). The Hardwicke. was visited in the 
afternoon by large numbers of people. 

Those bodies which will be buried in Dublin 
will be removed to Whitefriar street Church 
this evening to await a public funeral cn 
Thursday morning. “The committee in charge 
of the arrangements have requested employers 
and Labour bodies to cease work at one 
o'clock on Thursday, so that those who desire 
to do so may attend the funeral. 

It has been arranged that all the Kildare 
funerals will take place on Thursday, including 
that of Volunteer Leo Dowling, and not to- 
day, as was announced yesterday morning. 

The remains of Erskine Childers will con 
tinue to lie in state in Hardwicke street Hall 
until Thursday morning, but twelve of the 
other bodies will be removed to Whitefriar 
street Church at 8 o'clock to-night. 

Bodies were also handed over yesterday to 
relatives at the following places :—Tralee 
(twelve), Dundalk (five), Ennis (three), Kil- 
kenny (two), Limerick (two), Cork (one), 
Athlone (eighteen), Roscrea (three), Wexford 
(three), Waterford (two), and Carlow (one). 

At Athlone a young man named Mulvihill 
was in charge of a company of Republicans 
outside the military barracks. Two soldiers, 
with fixed bayonets, came out of the barracks 
and took him into custody. As he parsed 
through the gate there were shouts of “ Up 
the Republic!” During the day five persons 
were stopped and searched for arms. 

At Limerick a number of young fellows 
began to carry out military evolutions outside 
the barrack. A warning by the military was 
ignored, with the result that five of them, 
named Blake, Bray, Dorgan, Kelly, and 
Slattery. were arrested. : 

A civilian brass band and a large procession 
accompanied the bodies which were handed 
over in Kilkenny, and all the shops were 
closed for three hours. 

A big crowd assembled outside the prison at 
Tralee, and there was much excitement when 
John Joseph Sheehy, who was in charge of 
the local Volunteers, gave certain orders to 
them, Mr. Sheehy was approached by 
Superintendent. McNulty, of the Civic Guard, 
who spoke to him. After a little, militar 
officers appeared, with soldiers armed wit 
rifles. e ‘Superintendent and the military 
were seen to place hands on Mr. Sheehy. 
Some of the ‘Volunteers rushed from their 
ranks to where Mr. Sheehy was standing, after 
which the hands were taken off Mr. Sheehy s 
shoulders and the procession of seven coffins 
proceeded to St. John’s Mortuary Chapel.

HAULBOWLINE DOCKYARD. 


Mr. Hennessy asked the President if he 
could give any information segnzens recent 
visits to Heulbowline Dockyard by represen- 
tatives of foreign shipbuilding and othe¢ firms 
with a view to acquiring it for industrial pur- 


s, 

75 Blythe, for the President, said that 
representatives of British and German firms 
had recently visited the dockyard, and the 
Government was always ready to give facili- 
ties to any visitors who might have a pro- 
posal to make for working the yard. He 
was not at present in a “area 9 to say what 
results, if any, might follow from the visits 
which had taken place. It was thought that, 
for the present, at least, sufficient attention 
had been drawn by advertisement and other- 
se to the facilities afforded by the dock- 
yard. 

Major Cooper asked if, in the event of an 
offer being made for the dockyard by an 
outside firm, the Minister woul a Si it 
desirable that those who purchased the place 
should employ men living in the neighbour- 
hood and men who had formerly been em- 
ployed there. 

Mr. Blythe said that he had no doubt that 
would be done; but he would not undertake 
to say that an offer would be refused if 
that condition were not complied with. 


TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 


Replying to a question by Mr. T. J. 
O'Connell, Mr. MacNeill, Minister for Educa- 
tion, said that the number of national school 
teachers now serving in the Saorstat who gave 
notice of their desire that the Teachers’ 
Pensions Rules of 1914 should not apply to 
them, and who had not since revoked such 
notice, was 68. In view of the fact that 
those teachers were offered opportunities of 
electing to come under the rules of 1914 on 
three occasoins—viz., in 1914, 1918, and again 
in 1921—he was not prepared to afford them 
facilities for further election in the matter. 


WRITS TO BE ISSUED. 


On the motion of Mr. Dolan, a resolution 
was passed that the Speaker should direct 
the Clerk of the Dail to issue writs for the 
election of deputies for the constituencies of 
Norh Mayo, Donegal, Dublin City South, 
East Cork, and the Boroagh of Cork. 


COUNTY COURT APPEALS. 


Mr. O’Higgins moved the second reading of 
the County Sourte Appeals Bill. He explained 
that the necessity for the bill arose from the 
fact that over two thousand appeals were 
pending in the Civil Bill Courts, and that the 
existing judges of the High Court and of the 
Supreme Court were not able to deal with 
them. He was, therefore, asking for power to 
appoint four Commissioners, who would sit 
until the appeals had been disposed of. The 
Commissioners would be appointed imme- 
diately on the passing of the Act, and would 
sit continuously until the business was com- 
pleted. Their salary would be at the rate of 
£2,500 a year, and, as the business would be 


cost would be between £4,000 and £5,000. 

Mr. Johnson asked whether it would be un- 
seemly that these Commissioners should sit 
to hear appeals from judges of higher status 
than themselves. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the desirability of 
getting lawyers of high standing to do the 
work was recognised, and they had one or 
two in mind who were fully qualified. 

The bill was then read a second time. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


The second stage of the Local Government 
Bill, 1924, was then taken. 

Mr. Burke, Minister fíor Local Government, 
formally moved it. 

Mr. John Daly moved the postponement of 
the bill for three years. He said that if local 
representatives got a change for the next three 
years he believed that there would be good 
results. 

The bill passed the second reading without 
a division, and the Committee stage was fixed 
for Tuesday. 


LIQUOR BILL. 
CONSUMPTION OFF THE 
PREMISES. 


The Committee stage of the Intoxicating 
Liquor Bill was resumed. 

To Section 10, which deals with the con- 
sumption of liquor on premises licensed only 
for consumption off the mises, Mr. 
McGoldrick moved an amendment to entitle 
the licence-holders to sell liquor for consump- 
tion on the premises. He said that it would 
facilitate the authorities in dealing with the 
licensed trade generally, and would leave them 
free to deal with the licensed trade, as it 
would have to be dealt with later on. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the amendment 
would enable the 300 or 400 people in the 
Saorstat who at present had spirit grocers’ 
licences for the sale of drink for consumption 
off the premises to blossom out as fully 
licensed traders. The deputy gave as his 
reason the conditions under which they held 
the licences, which in practice were frequently 
violated; so that the punishment for 
violation was to grant them a much 
more comprehensive and more valuable licence. 
He hoped that police efficiency would make it 
impossible for people to violate the law. In 
the meantime, he asked the House to reject 
the amendment. 

The amendment was lost without a division. 

Mr. John Daly moved the deletion of Sec- 
tion 12, which sought to compel licensed 
traders to make structural alterations in their 
premises so that intoxicating liquors should 
not be sold in the same apartment as groceries 
and other goods. 

He said that if the section were passed, and 
they took away one of the businesses from 
licensed grocers and spirit merchants, they 
“re. SR as well take away the two, because it 
took the two businesses to maintain the 
licensed publican or grocer—or whatever they 
liked to call him. Two assistants would be 
required if the shops were divided. In towns 
where they had chains of houses, the space 
was so small that it would be impossible to 
divide the premises. Every fair-minded deputy 
would vote to have the clause deleted. 

Mr. P. W. Shaw supported the amendment. 
He said that owing to their financial position 
the traders could not carry out the structural 
alterations required. That applied particu- 
larly to traders in small towns, who found 
that owing to the non-circulation of money 
and bad ‘trade, and to the fact that much less 
drink was sold than formerly. they were 
barely able to carry on. Structural altera- 
tions were impossible in-small houses. 

Mr. R. H. ish supported the amend- 
ment. He said that difficulty would arise in 
making the structural alterations in small 
houses. The traders were barely able to sup- 
port themselves and their families at present, 
and if they were compelled to carry out the 
alterations they would be completely broken. 


NON-PARTY MEASURE. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he was aware that 
there was a considerable volume of opinion 
in the Dail against the section, and he had 
not put it in the bill as a Government or 
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monopolists, and people were not free to rash 
inte coenpotlt ion with them. held their 
licences on certain conditions, and had round 
them certain safeguards which the State— 
otherwise the people—thought fit to apply 
from time to time. The — through the 
fabric of. Government, had the right at any 
time to say what those conditions should be. 

He submitted seriously for the considera- 
tion of deputies that the time had arrived 
when the people should say that a man should 
not run the liquor trade and another trade 
jointly in the same premises. The people of 
the country had the right to say to the 
licensed monopolists that their wives and 
children, when going into a shop for their 
groceries and necessaries of life, should not 
have to force their way through a crowd 
of men drinking pints. Even men going into 
one of those mixed shops should not be sub- 
bee to the temptation of drinking with 
riends or neighbours. 

He repeated what he said in the Dail last 
week, of the growth of licensed houses in 
Ireland through the action of the magistrates. 
The number had increased so much that the 
licence-holder, to make a living, had to take 
on some other business in addition. In the 
past the favour was done by the magistrates 
to’ the individual at the cost of the com- 
munity, and it was not laying down any 
grim doctrine to say that it was time to re- 
consider the position, and, having learned a 
lesson, to do a favour to the community at the 
cost of the individual. He might adapt 
Goldsmith’s lines to read. 

Tit fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 

Where pubs. accumulate and men decay 


(Laughter.) 


A BAD POLICY. 


He believed that no one wanted to see the 
country overridden, as At present, with 
places licensed for the sale of alcoholic liquor. 
Everyone was anxious for a reversal of the 
mad, foolish policy of the honorary magis- 
trates. ‘The provision of the section under 
discussion was one immediate way of effect- 
ing that. He was told that persistence with 
the section would cause more people to be 
employed. He did not regard that as a dis- 
advantage. 

“I am,” he went on, “surprised to see 
that some others do so regard it. Certain 
shibboleths are ringing ip my ears, as, for 
instance, ‘One man one job.’ Is it an evil 
that a man must employ another person to 
run this separate business at the other side of 
a lath and plaster protection ?”' 

The case against his proposal had been 
entirely overstated. People should have some 
sense of their own dignity, of their own self- 
respect, and should realise that people who 
went into a trade of that kind were in it for 
the service of the community and to meet 
its requirements, and were entitled to survive 
only when they met those requirements in 
the way that they should be met. If the 
people of the country, through their Parlia- 
ment, said that they should be served in a 
particular way, and that licences should be 
given only on specific conditions, were they 


to be told that it was a monstrous thing. 


involving hardship to the individual ? 

“Here there will always be the tendency 
to favour the individual and do a hardship 
to the community, because the community is 
a vague, collective thing that will not rise up 
to reproach you; whereas the individual will 
be thankful for. the little favour, the little 
job, and that you did not put him to a little 
expense. The community whose: interests 
were trampled on by the multiplication of 
licences seldom has a spokesman. 

“1 have not any expectation whatever that 
this section will be passed. Jt is being left 
to a free, non-party vote of the House. I 
well understand the pressure to which 
deputies are subjected when a matter of 
this kind arises, and I well understand how 
much míore easy and more pleasant it is to 
give way to that pressure than to dig down 
into the stark merits of the issue and stand 
on those. With no optimism whatever, but 
with much pessimism, as to the fate of 
this section, I ask the Dail to say 
that this particular trade shall be carried on 
as a distinct and self-contained business. If 
not now, then some day, the people of the 
country will recognise that they are entitled 
to be served differently from the way they 
are served at the present in this respect.” 

Mr. McGoldrick supported the amendment 
and said that the section would enable people 
to drink sheltered from the view of those 
they might not wish to see them drinking. 


NORTHERN EXAMPLE. 


Mr. Johnson said that in the six counties 
they saw that it was not impossible to carry 
out the reform sought for in the section. The 
House seemed to agree that a reduction of the 
number of licences was necessary, and the 
section offered the most effective way of 
doing that. From the point of view of the 
licensed trade, it bó] ty oe preferable that 
there should be a reduction of licences from 
among those who had a second business to 
depend upon. He knew that support of the 
section in the bill was not by any means 
popular. 

Some of them had heard of the danger they 
were gunning in supporting any legislation 
that interfered with the vested interests of 
the licensed trade. That of course was well 
understood. It had been — experienced 
everywhere. All deputies could do was 
to risk it and ask them to do their worst. 
On the other hand, the people on the other 
side, those who loudly professed their tem- 
perance principles, generally forgot at election 
times who were the friends of their cause. 
Temperance legislation in the six counties had 
been. passed against the same vigorous oppos!- 
tion on the part of the friends of the licensed 
trade. There was even a “poem “ in praise 
of the publican made in the north-east :— 


“The hero of all heroes a 
Is the man behind the bar. 


(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Sears said that the proposal to 
separate the two businesses in some of the 
small towns was not practicable, unless the 
licence was to be ruined. The size of the 
premises made separation impossible. He 
agreed that there were too many public- 
houses in the country, and that the number 
should be reduced, but said that injustice 
should not be done to any individual. 

Major Cooper said that he found himself in 
agreement with the Minister of Justice in his 
main purpose. He believed that the drinking 
roblem would not be solved until the public- 

ouse was made a fit place for a man to 
bring his wife and children into, as was the 
case in France and Germany. Fifteen years 
ago he addressed himself to the problem. 
There were two reforms which he set out for. 
The first was that all licensing cases should 
be tried by the County Court Judge, and not 
by unpaid magistrates, and the, other was 
that there should be a separation between 
the drinking-bar part of the premises and any 
other business which the licencee might be 
engaged in. 


EXCEPTIONAL CASES. 


The Dail had accepted the principle that in 
dealing with the liquor busimess they must 
legislete for exceptional conditions. In what 
case could the principle be more appropriately 
applied than in this? Drink was good for 
some men, but there was a minority that 

ielded to excess, and that minority should 
‘ protected from themselves. The question 
was how was that to be done—how was 4 
man to be prevented from drinking too 
much ? 

If a man of that sort went into a shop to 


sold the drink, and the latter must 
choose which trade he would keep on, The 
transition would be madé as easy as possible 
for the publican, but in the long run he must 
choose.

He 
did not think that it would be fair to many 
heence-holders that the section should be 
adopted, and he would vote against it. 

Mr. Dalton said that they should not vote 
away the rights of any section of the com- 
munity. He could not support the section, 
and would vote against it. 


OUTSIDE PRESSURE, 


Mr. Figgis said that he would support the 
section, and vote against the amendment. 
There was pressure from outside that the sec- 
tion should be rejected, and it was suggested 
that if it was not it would be remembered 
for those who voted for it. His attitude in 
the matter was the same as it had been for 
many years—that was, that the business 
should not be conducted under conditions that 
were not desirable. 

Mr. John Good said that the chief argu- 
ment put forward by those who wanted the 
section deleted was that it was impossible to 
effect the structural alterations in small 
houses. He took it that in large houses the 
difficulty was not so great. He had been told 
at the other side of the water that Irishmen 
were a very illogical people, and as he listened 
to the discussion that day, and several dis- 
cussions last week, he felt the truth of that 
allegation, no matter how some dislike it. 

In small country houses woollens, groceries, 
or other goods were sold at one side and, 
separated by only a few feet, on the other in- 
toxicating hquor was sold. Last week the Dail 
decided that intoxicating drink should not be 
sold to young people under the age of 18, even 
for consumption off the premises. Those who 
were eloquent in their support of that pro- 
posal last week, who were fearful lest the 
minds of young people should be tainted by 
associations with which they would be 
brought into touch in such houses—what was 
their attitude that afternoon in the case of 
houses where drink was sold only a few teet 
away from assa or other goods, and where 
young people would be listening to objection- 
able language? He submitted that it was 
illogical, 

It was obvious that if they deleted the sec- 
tion, not only young people, but children, 
would be allowed to go into spirit groceries. 
He asked the deputies calmly to consider that 
point. 

Mr. Daly said that if people spent money 
on structural alterations, rhaps in six 
months’ time they might be told that they 
would have to go. 


THE DIVISION, 


The amendment was then put and declared 
carried.

JUSTICES’ DISCRETION. 


In the absence of Major Redmond, Mr. P. 
J. Egan moved an amendment to Section 14, 
to insert after the word “convicted” the 
words: ‘‘unless the convicting justice shall 
otherwise direct.” He said that for certain 
offences it was stated in the Section the con- 
viction would be recorded on the licence. The 
meaning of the amendment was to give the 
justice, who heard all the circumstances of 
the case, the discretionary power of recording, 
or not recording, as he thought proper, the 
conviction on the licence. 

Mr. Peter Hughes appealed to the Minister 
for a form of words that would not have such 
a drastic effect in cases where the offence was 
merely technical, and where there was no in- 
tention to break the law. He reminded the 
House that the Act would be administered by 
District Justices and not by benches of magis- 
trates, who could be influenced in favour of 
the publican. | 

Mr. Johnson said that the offences for 
which an endorsement was the punishment 
were serious enough to justify the provision in 
the bill. They were, INEONÁ ves at a 
keeping a disorderly house, harbouring a con- 
stable, poe gaming, selling drink dur- 
ing prohibited hours, and refusing to admit 
me on duty. 


The Minister for Justice said that he could 
not accept the amendment, because they 
should not place on an individual District 
Justice the odium of the position of ordering 
the forfeiture of a licence.

CLUBS. 


The House then teok up Part III. of the 
bill, which set out that the hours for the sale 
of drink in registered clubs shall be the same 
as in the public-houses on week-days and from 
1 to 10 p.m. on Sundays. | 

Major Bryan Cooper moved an amendment 
that the club hours for sale be eight a day, 
not necessarily consecutive, the hours selected 
to be notified to the registering authority at 
the time of application for registration. He 
recognised, he said, as well as the Minister 
did the necessity for stamping out the bogus 
clubs, which existed merely for the consump- 
tion of drink, but he did not wish to see the 
genuine clubs chastised too severely. He 
pointed out that special facilities to sell 
during the night were given to clubs with a 
membership of night workers, such as the 
Press Club in London. His amendment would 
make the administration of this part of the 
Act more flexible. 

Mr. Daly suggested that the Government 
should find money for the pivision of 
temperance clubs in the villages. 

The Minister said that the amendment 
raised quite definitely the question of whether 
they were to favour the conception of night 
clubs where drink could be sold up to the 
early hours of the morning. If the amend- 
ment were accepted it might be possible for a 
man to select his clubs so judiciously that he 
would be able to get drink at any hour of the 
twenty-four. He was prepared to censider 
carefully an amendment designed to meet the 
special circumstances of men whose occupation 
was carried on during the night, such as Press 
workers. 

Institutions of the kind advocated by Major 
Cooper would not be long in existence when 
there would be complaints by people that 
their hours of sleep were disturbed by people 
turning out from them in the early hours of 
the morning. The opportunities for the con- 
sumption of drink were all too great, and 
just now the country was passing through a 
period when the tendency to excess and abuse 
was at a high point. It was undeniable that 
throughout the country there was a tendency 
to fight against restrictions and to fling re- 
straint to the wind. This was a time rather 
for lessening than extending the facilities for 
getting drink. 


MORE GAIETY NEEDED. 


Major Cooper said that men who would 
join three clubs in order to keep drinking 
during the twenty-four hours were very rare, 
and they did not live long. He had found 
men in restaurants sitting up till 2 a.m. 
having an occasional glass of wine at intervals 
of dancing and such amusements, and he 
did not think it did them any harm. He 
disagreed with the Minister with regard to 
shutting out all gaiety. The country needed 
more gaiety and enjoyment, not less. ‘The 
Minister showed one ray of hope when he 
said that) if an amendment were 
dealing with night workers he would consider 
it. If he promised to accept such an amend- 
ment, he (Major Cooper) would ask leave to 
withdraw the amendment. | , 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

Another amendment proposed by Major 
Cooper to delete two paragraphs in Sectior 
18 of the bill, to the effect that no liquo” 
should be supplied to any persons other thar 
members of the club lodging on the club 
premises before 9 a.m. or after 10 p.m., and 
after 10 o'clock on Saturday evening, was 
rejected without a division.

The whole question of 
clubs was so very complicated that it would 
be unwise to proceed without very grave 
deliberation of all the issues. 

Mr. Hewat said that the ba difhculty 
was the definition of a club. e agreed that 
a club regularly supplying meals and dis- 
charging the function of a home for many 
people was in a different category from a 
place which was descri as a club, but 
which, in fact, was nothing more than a bar. 

Mr. McGoldrick said that it was unfair 
that a club should have nine hours for sale 
on Sunday, and the publichouse should have 
only three or none. There should be no 

rivilege as between the club and the public- 
áil All the difhculties they had in the 
licensed trade resulted from the position of 
the law, that people, by complying with cer- 
tain requirements, could get all the drink 
they wanted at any time. 

Mr. Gorey said that it was acknowledged 
that if there was any abuse in the consump- 
tion of drink it was the abuse that took 
place in clubs, especially on Sundays. In 
country towns one could not help seeing 
that abuse. In his own locality he had heard 
the most astounding tales of men being kept 
in clubs all night on Sundays. The bill 
would have failed largely if that abuse of 
Sunday drinking in clubs were not adequately 
dealt with. 

The section dealing with club hours was 
then passed. 

Mr. Gorey asked what were the powers of 
the Civic Guards in connection with the 
supervision of clubs. 

The Minister replied that at present the 
police could visit clubs only on a warrant 
secured after satisfying a magistrate that 
there were reasonable grounds for believing 
that abuse was taking place. In practice, 16 
meant that the club was immune from police 
supervision. Under the bill the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police and the Civic Guards 
could inspect elubs on the written authority 
of an inspector. Several responsible people

Britain’s Choice. 

To-day in Great Brftain and Northern 
Ireland a vast electorate will be asked to 
decide issues which are of vital moment 
for these islands and for the whole 
Er-pire. When the Imperial Parliament 
was dissolved the political situation was 
obscure and the result of the general 
election was incalculable; but during 
the past fortnight the situation has 
been clarified, and during the 
week a really decisive verdict at the 
polls has become almost a probability. 
The Labour Party has discarded the 
mantle of moderation which it wore in 
its months of office, and now stands re- 
Its 
return to power with an independent 
majority would mean a political, social 
and economic revolution in Great Britain : 
on this point the Prime Minister and his 
colleagues are now perfectly frank. Mr. 
Baldwin said yesterday, at Bolton, that 
England was the world’s chief example 
and guardian of political and religious 
freedom. She has attained to this proud 
position by a theory and a practice of 
government which hitherto no accidents 
of party conflict have been permitted to 
impair. Her existing order is based on a 
sturdy individualism—a consistent faith 
in the efficacy of private enterprise—and, 
in spite of the invasion of a host of new 
problems and the increasing competition 
of rival countries, it has served her well. 
For this order the Socialists intend to 
substitute a theory and a practice which, 
wherever they have been adopted, have 
produced disastrous consequences. The 
state of Russia illustrates the swift results 
of the extinction of private capital and 
the nationalisation of all the sources 
of private and public wealth. To-day the 
Dritish electors are invited to choose 
between the two systems, and the events 
of the past fortnight will have helped 
them to make the right choice. They have 
received more than one object-lesson in 
the aims of international Communism, 
and have been made aware of its sinister 
influence in the counsels of the Labour 
Party. Mr. Macdonald’s refusal—with all 
that it implies—to repudiate the Russian 
treaties will cause many thousands of 
Liberals to give their votes to-day to 
Conservative candidates in constituencies 
where there is a straight fight between 


past 


| Conservatism and Socialism. The definite 


withdrawal of Protection from Mr. Bald- 
win’s programme is likely to bring a 
large proportion of the women voters into 
his camp. A fortnight ago nobody dared 
to suggest that the Conservatives would 
win an independent majority, but now 
many shrewd people are committing them- 
selves to that prediction. We hope 
sincerely that it will be fulfilled. An 
indecisive result would be only less un- 
fortunate than a Socialist victory, The 
electors will do a great day’s work 
for British peace and progress if they 
put Mr. Baldwin into office with a 
majority which will be a guarantee of at 
least four years of secure and steady 
government. 


The Liquor Bill. 


Of all measures which have engaged the 
attention of Dail Eireann none has con- 
cerned . the national welfare more 
intimately than the Liquor Bill which 
yesterday passed the Committee stage. 
The energy and courage of a single 
Minister have brought about that 
measure of reform which the Bill 
ensures; but the debates show that the 
public conscience demands the acceptance 
of the main principles laid down by Mr. 
O'Higgins, Unfortunately, they show also 
that, at the present stage, the thorough- 
going. reform which Mr. O'Higgins adyo- 
cates cannot bec ‘zined. A conflict between 


| public. necessity and sectional interests is 


revealed, The fate of two amendments 


respectable 
temperate men—taverns such as Dr. 
Johnson praised. We condemn as per- 
nicious and indefensible those squalid 
drink-shops in Ireland which foster secret 
drinking and excess. The fact that so 
strong a stand was taken against the pro- 
posal to divide bars from shops has a dis- 
turbing significance. It has been urged 
that the structural alterations would 
occasion an expenditure of some two 
million pounds. We do not believe that a 
tenth part of the sum would be necessary, 
but the argument rebounds on those who 
use it; for the more extensive is the abuse, 
the more urgent is its remedy. The 
opposition to the separation of the sale of 
drink from the sale of other goods proves 
that the petty publicans find a very profit- 
able business in the enticement into drink- 
shops of persons who otherwise would not 
go there. 


The evident conclusion of the matter ‘s 
that there are far too many public-houses 
in the Free State. Mr. O’Higgins has 
promised a Commission which will go 
exhaustively gnto the whole question, and 
he encourages the hope that the reduction 
of the drink-shops of Ireland to at least 
half their present number may be recom- 
mended and accomplished. We trust that 
this Commission will be brought into being 
at once. Such promptitude would console 
temperance reformers for the disappoint- 
ment of yesterday’s decision, since it is 
inevitable that a conscientious commission 
would insist on the particular reform 
which, for the present, has been denied. 
Moreover, if the drink-shops are to be 
reduced in number, the structural division 
of “ mixed’’ premises may be deferred 
without much loss until large numbers of 
such concerns are totally eliminated. The 
small reform can afford to wait upon the 
large, and the suppression of mixed 
trading will be accomplished more easily 
after the reduction of the total number of 
public-houses. The drink trade never will 
be conducted respectably, and the public- 
houses never will be well regulated, while 
drink continues to be sold in every second 
shop in the main streets of our villages. 
Traders cannot be self-respecting who 
prosper by the debauchery of a nation. It 
will be better for trade in all its decent 
forms when sobriety supplants a weak 
indulgence. When a reasonable number; 
of well-conducted taverns supplies the 
legitimate needs of our people, there will 
be a smaller national drink-bill and a 
higher level of national prosperity. Short- 
sighted and selfish interests must not be 
allowed to block the way. 


A Frontier Question. 


The report on the Mosul controversy 
will be presented to the Council of the 
League of Nations this afternoon. It is 
unfortunate that Lord Parmoor, the 


British representative, is compelled to 


return to London before the Council s 
decision can be promulgated, but he was 
afforded an opportunity on Monday of 
putting the British case. He reminded 
the Council that the question which it is 
required to decide does not relate to the 
fixing of the frontier between Iraq and 
Turkey, but is concerned with the main- 
tenance of the conditions which have been 
established by the Treaty of Lausanne. 
He charged the Turks with violation of 
these conditions by the sending of troops 
across the provisional frontier line and 
by refusal to withdraw them at the 
League’s command. Fethi Bey then ex- 
plained the Turkish point of view, which 
is based principally upon assertions that 
the line which the British Government 
traced in its Note of September 29th is 
incorrect. .On the other hand, he ad- 
mitted that the maintenance of the status 
quo of July 24th—the date of the signing 
of the Treaty of Lausanne—was binding 
on both sides, and his attitude, on the 
whole, appears to have’ been conciliatory. 
Ke concluded, moreover, with a declara- 
tion that “the line to be fixed by the 
taking into consideration of all the 
elements of the problem will be faithfully 
respected by Turkey.’’ Since the matter 
is sub judice, any forecast of the result of 
the delibe. tions of the Council of the 
League of Nations would be out of place 
at present. There seems to be little reason 
to doubt, however, that the matter is 
capable of a friendly settlement. When

In the absence of any authoritative state- 
ment regarding the channel through which the 
Zinovieff letter reached the British authorities, 
speculation continues unchecked. Of the 
various theories which now hold the field, the 
most plausible—because supported by the 
most circumstantial evidence—is that the 
document, with others, was brought to ight 
in Berlin. It is, of course, a notorious fact 
that Germany has been the main route by 
which Communist propaganda and pro- 
pagandists have reached this country from 
Russia. There are several reasons why this 
should be so, one of them being that the 
regular Russo-German air service offers the 
quickest means of transport. This air service 
operates between Moscow and Koenigsberg, 
with an extension to Berlin. 

_The present year has seen a series of revela- 
tions from Berlin of international revolu- 
Eas activity on the part of the Russian 

ommunist Party. There was, for instance, 
the sensational raid which the Berlin police 
made upon the premises of the Soviet trade 
delegation in the German capital on May 3 

last. It is worth while tesalling that M. 
Litvinoff, the author of the Soviet’s demand 
for an apology over the present Zinovieff 
incident, declared this raid— 

It was, doubtless, hoped that arms and 
compromising articles would be found in 
the Russian Mission, the discovery of 
which would prejudice Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and diminish the chances of 
success of the London Conference. 

. What kind of articles did M. Litvinoff have 
in mind when he made this quite gratuitous 
enggectane? As to that, it is know that shortly 
before the raid a series of sensational docu- 
ments, purporting to emanate from the 
Moscow International, had been discovered. 
Some of these documents were published in 
full in a Bulgarian newspaper, the Svobodna 
Retch. 

One of them was described as a report of 
& meeting on March 12 of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Third Internationa], at which, 
among other business, subsidies were voted 
to strike funds in this country, and a threat 
held out to the Labour Party that a separate 
Communist Parliamentary group would be 
formed if the Macdonald Government adopted 
“ Imperialist ’’ methods. 

This report had been sent, it was stated, 
to the Chairman of the Foreign Delegation of 
the Russian Communist Party in Germany, and 
it bore the date Berlin, March 25. Since the 
May raid the Berlin police have kept closer 
watch than ever, and it is reasonable to 
assume that they have kept in touch with the 
police of other countries, or, at any rate, with 
the Embassies and Legations concerned. 

it is thus of special interest to find that. on 
October 18 the Scotland Yard of Berlin in- 
vited certain foreign Press representatives to 
inspect some of the things they had found in 
a recent search (the date of which has not 
been disclosed) of some Communist -premises 
described as a laboratory. 

An account of the inspection appeared on 
Monday last in three London papers. Four 
se later, according to a statement which it 
published to-day, the Daily Mail received a 
copy of the Zinovieff document at its London 
office. The articles shown to the foreign 
journalists appear to have consisted for the 
most part, of forged passports and visa stamps 
to be used by Bolshevist emissaries.. 

According to the Morning Post, Ruth 
Fischer, for example, one of the most fiery 
agitators in the party, was thus enabled to 
attend the Congress of the Communist Party 
in England. e are also told by the samé 
paper that ‘‘ the laboratory was well used by 
Communist leaders and Bolshevist agents, 
whom it enabled to travel all over Europe.” 
But it would be a piquant revelation, to say 
the least of it, if the Zinovieff letter. should 
pres to have come to light in a raid on a 
orger's den.

GOVERNMENT’S ACTION. | 


The shooting at Queenstown, which re- 
sulted in the death of Private Aspinall, of 
the Royal Army Medical Corps, and the 
wounding of .several other soldiers and 
civilians, produced a great sensation at the 
time. Small parties of British troops are 
still stationed at certain points in Cork Har- 
bour. The custom of the troops on Spike 
Island is to cross to Queenstown in the even- 
ings and spend some hours in the town. On 
the evening of March 2lst a small party of. 
soldiers and some civilians crossed from Spike 
Island to Queenstown in a launch. 

Shortly before they reached the landing 
stage a Rolls Royce motor car, occupied by 
five men, arrived in the town, drove along 
the sea front, and drew up at the entrance 
to the pierhead. When the soldiers landed 
from the launch the men in the motor car 
fired on them with a machine gun, and 
Private Aspinall was killed and several others 
of the party received wounds. The motor 
car was driven away quickly, and, so far as 
is known, has never been traced. 

On May 8th the Free State Government 
issued a proclamation, in which a reward of 
£10,000 was offered for information which 
would lead to the arrest of five men, who 
were named. The reward has never been 
claimed, and some.days after the publication 
of the proclamation a letter appeared in the 
Dublin newspapers, signed by the five men, 
denying all knowledge of the crime, and 
alleging that they had been named because 
they were “on the run.”

by shooting him with machine guns, and did, 
at the same time and place, feloniously 
attempt to kill. and murder divers other per- 
sons. 

The two last-named persons, Arthur Kelly 
and John Harrington, were further charged 
that they .did, prior to March 2lst, 
feloniously counsel, procure and command the 
first five named prisoners to murder Private 
Aspinall and other persons at Cobh on the 
date named.

Opponents of the section alleged that struc- 
tural alterations would be impossible in: many 
country publichouses, and that if it were 
passed there would be many cases of hard- 
ship. Mr. Thomas Johnson, leader of the 
Labour Party, countered this argument by 
pointing out that it had been found possible 
to carry out the necessary alterations in the 
publichouses in Northern Ireland. 

A division was taken, and only ten mem- 
bers could be found to support the Minister 
for Justice. By 40 votes against 11, there- 
fore, it was decided -to delete the section. 

When the clauses dealing with clubs were 
under discussion Mr. O'Higgins said that on 
the report stage he wonld consider an amend- 
ment with regard to the hours for night 
workers’ clubs.

FRANCO-GERMAN TRADE 


TO-DAY’S ELECTIONS 


A PLAIN DUTY, 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
General Election to-day, observes :—People 


to |.who are convinced that the end which the 


Government manifesto sets before them is 
desirable and urgent, and who are satisfied 
that it can be safely and quietly reached, 
will support them. But all who have doubts, 
even faint doubts, as to the success of this 
tremendous experiment, are bound to pause. 
The risks of failure and the consequences of 
failure are too obvious and too irreparable to 
be lightly faced by any who lend it counten- 
ance. But all who believe, as we are satisfied 
the great majority of the men and women 
who constitute this ancient and experienced 
nation do with their whole hearts and minds 
believe, that an experiment of the kind is 
fraught with manifest and deadly danger to 
the primary institutions of the Kingdom, the 
framework of the Empire and the ‘‘ roots of 
social order,” as, indeed, it is, are con- 
strained by every obligation sacred to good 
citizens to resist it, and to spare no pains in 
makipg their resistance effective. The duty 
is not less sacred, the ultimate danger is not 
less terrible, than were the duty and the 
danger that faced them in the war. 

Let them consider the avowed objects of 
the Third Interrational; Mr. Macdonald’s 
statement, in his ow . handwriting, that this 
organisation stands ‘‘ in intimate connection 
and contact with the Soviet Government ’’ ; 
President Wilson’s charge that it ‘‘ is heavily 
subsidised by the Bolshevist Government,” 
and the Prime Minister’s proposal to provide 
that Government wth British funds. Let 
them consider the record of Mr. Macdonald, 
of Mr. Snowden, and of other men eminent in 
Labour circles, during the war. Let them 
reflect upon the opinions and the past of the 
obscure men, who interfered with authority, 
and with success, in the Campbell case, and 
in the Treaties with Moscow. Let them 
think of the organisation, the discipline, and 
the powers of the unknown members of the 
Committee sitting in secret and calling 
Ministers before it. If they weigh these 
things with the policy proclaimed in the 
Government manifesto, the reality and the 
imminence of the danger cannot fail to strike 
them. The remedy is with them. Mr. 
Baldwin tells them what it is. They have 
but to give the party he leads a secure 
majority to ensure the social: peace and 
orderly progress under which trade will re- 
vive, and the condition of the people will 
improve.

ANOTHER ZINOVIEFF NOTE. 


Telegraphing from Berlin yesterday, The 
Times Correspondent states :—Zinovieff has 
addressed a letter to the German Communist 
Party as a guidance to its actions in the 
forthcoming general election. This, though 
a more guarded document than that against 
which the British Government has protested, 
nevertheless constitutes a call to revolution, 
and is to an equal degree an interference in 
German internal affairs. 

In this letter Zinovieff says that peace and 
order are essential to the execution of the 
Dawes report, but peace and order simply 
mean the shameful exploitation of the pro- 
letariat and the cruellest terror, with the peace 
of the cemetery and the order of the barrack. 
The acts of violence perpetrated against the 
Labour movement are the expression of the 
pitiful fear on the part of the Social Demo- 
cratic Barty and the Nationalist l0urgeoisie of 
revolution, of the ‘* Bolshevising’’ of. the 
Communist Party, and of the organisation of 
the revolution by the advanced troops of the 
revolutionary proletariat. 

In another part of the letter Zinovieff de- 
clares that Germany is to be more and more 
the battle front between the international 
financial capitalist and his enemy, the Com- 
munist International, and he warns the Ger- 
man workman against the ‘‘ illusion” that 
the new Reichstag will improve hjs position. 
“German brothers,” he goes on, “we enter 
into your fight in word and deed. We will 
mobilise the Communist International, we will 
jump into every breach that may occur in the 
battle front.” After an exhortation to the 
German proletariat to fight against the ‘‘dic- 
tatorship of the Dawes robbers.’’ the letter 
ends with, “Long live the German revolu- 
tion.'”

THE APPEAL TO 


ELECTORATE. 


The Daily J'elegraph, dealing with to-day’s 
appeal to the electorate, says :— Will they send 
out once more the heartening message to our 
whole Empire, that the Motherland is at one 
with the other members, or will they prefer 
to strengthen the fears with which our 
Dominions have looked upon the narrow and 
selfish actions of the Government that their 
remissness placed in power? Will they give 
to the country the security it needs more 
than ever in its history, or are they willing 
to see it pushed. once more down the slope 
which leads to Communism, with all its im- 
plications? That is the choice. Let every 
citizen see that he discharges his duty as 
faithfully as he did when the existence of his 
country was threatened ten years ago. 

The. Morning Post :—If the Conservative 
Party does not obtain the “ secure majority,” 
for which Mr. Baldwin asks, the best that 
could happen would be en ensuing period of 
further doubt, uncertainty, uneasinéss, politi- 
cal conflict, and before long another election, 
with all the depression of trade, scarcity of 
money, worry and anxiety which such a con- 
dition of affairs must involve. The worst 
that could happen would Jower the crest of 
this country to depths of misery and humilia- 
tion from which it might never be lifted, or 
not in our time. The choice set. before the 
country to-day ult#mately resolves itself into 
the choice between the Union Jack—the un- 
retreating Jack—and the Red Flag. 

The Daily Express :—To-day’s elections 
will be largely influenced by the Liberal 
votes. They are the heart and core of ‘the 
conflict. In many seats the Socialists will 
be beaten if the Liberals vote for the Conser- 
vative candidate. If they vote for the 
Socialist, or if they abstain from voting, they 
will let the Socialist avowed that they desire 
to destroy in. The Socialists have openly 
avowed that they desire to destroy Liberal- 
ism. Therefore, in every constituency: where 
there is no Liberal candidate the Liberals 
ought to vote for the Conservative. This is 
not merely a reprisal; it is an act of self- 
preservation. 

The Daily News :—The more the Prime 
Minister has to say about the Red plot the 
more incomprehensible his attitude appears 
and the more discreditable. - On Monday 
night he endeavoured to cast dust in the 
eyes of the publi@ and to shield himself 
by a mean insinuation against the per- 
manent officials of the Foreign Office.

As. it finally emerged from his 
drastic treatment the Note was severe 
enough in all conscience, but for its aggres- 
sive phrasing at any rate the permanent 
officials can no longer, in view of this admis- 
sion, be held responsible. 

The Westminster Garetten—The Labour 
Party has thrown away the opportunity of 
a generation. Under Mr. Macdonald it has 
cultivated two pestilential heresies. One is 
the refusal to co-operate freely, but un- 
officially, with the reforming wing of 
Liberalism, and the other heresy is that the 
nation, and indeed the party itself, can be 
governed by a ‘‘ Soviet’ of extremists, who 
shade away from the Lansburys and the 
Morels down to the Communists. The best 
hope for Labour is a defeat which will allow 
it to put its own house in order and rid 
itself of the leadership of Mr. Macdonald for 
a Snowden-Thomas form of leadership.

It seems certain that Sir Charles Falls 
and Mr. J. A. Pringle, K.C., the Unionist 
candidates, will be returned for Fer- 
managh and Tyrone to-morrow. Even the 
Republican organisers admit that their 
candidates have no chance of winning the 
seats. 

The action of the Republicans in putting 
forward candidates has aroused the ire of the 
great majority of Nationalist electors in the 
two counties, and their feeling of resentment 
has been in no way softened by the peculiar 
form of martyrdom which Mr. de Valera has 
sought in Northern Ireland. Several pro- 
minent Nationalists expressed the hope to me 
to-day that the Unionists candidates would 
receive a majority in the neighbourhood of 
ten to one. This, they said, would prove that 
the election was a farce, and would demons- 
trate that the Nationalists of the border 
counties would have nothing to do with the 
system of government imposed on them by 
Belfast. } 


INTERNED CANDIDATES. 


Mr. Sean Coleman, the Republican Election 
Agent, was allowed by the Northern Home 
Office yesterday to visit Larne and Belfast 
Internment Camps for the purpose of inter- 
viewing Messrs. Corrigan and McCartan, the 
Republican candidates for this constituency. 
Mr. Coleman protested against the presence 
during the interviews of a prison warder. 

In a message to the electors, given through 
Mr. Coleman, the candidates declared that 
every vote cast for them would be a vote 
against partition. The issue was not whether 
they should be detained in prison, and it was 
not religious or sectarian. It was a straight 
fight, they declared, between Republicanism 
and Imperialism, and although they were now 
over two years in prison they were willing to 
remain another twenty years if it were neces- 
sary to bring the fight to a successful 
conclusion. 

Meetings at Ballygawley and Omagh to- 
night concluded the Republican campaign in 
Tyrone. At Ballygawley the Rev. Thomas 
McGann, P.P., presided, and appealed to all 
Nationalist electors to come out to-morrow 
to vote for the Republican nominees. 

A “'monster ” rally had been advertised 
for Omagh, but at the last moment it was 
found that there were no speakers. Mr. 
Austin Stack had left the constituency and 
Miss MacSwiney had arranged to address a 
meeting at Cookstown. In the circum- 
stances, there was nothing for it but to send 
an 8.0.8. to Suffolk street, and it was sug- 
gested that Mr. Dan _ Breen’s presence 
might save the situation. 

There was no response to the request, and 
ultimately the election agent was obliged to 
conduct the meeting  single-handed.. He 
was the only speaker, and contented him- 
self by making a final appeal to the electors 
to support the Republican nominees.

‘‘A representative of the Rockefeller Trust 
will soon be in Dublin distributing millions 
and we should approach him and ask him for 
half a million,” said Dr. Alfred Smith, at 
the annual meeting of the National Maternity 
Hospital, Holles street, Dublin, yesterday. 
He added that Dublin was the greatest mid- 
wifery centre in the world, and the hospital 
was a great national asset. 

It is stated that during the year 1,200 
patients were admitted to the hospital; 725 
were attended in their homes, while there 
were 5,152 applicants for treatment at the 
dispensary. The teaching facilities of the 
institution were made use of during the year 
by 111 students and 75 nurses. 

The accounts showed that there had been 


w slight, increase in subscriptions and dona- 


tions, and the receipts íor the year exceeded 
the outlay by £75 15s. 1d.

RADIO LICENCE PUZZLE. 


AMATEUR DEFIES BRITISH 
POST OFFICE. 


The British General Post Office are on the 
horns of a dilemma over the case of Mr. R. 
M. Ford, a London wireless amateur, who 
declines to take out a licence for his receiving 
set. 

Whether Mr. Ford is within his rights or 
not depends upon the legal interpretation of 
the Wireless Telegraph Act of 1904. 

"We cannot say yet what steps we intend 
to take,” a postal official told an interviewer, 
‘but whatever action we take will be legal 
action.” 

Hitherto it has been believed that, the Wire- 
less Telegraph Act gives sufficient power to 
enforce the taking out of licences for wireless 
receiving sets and the imposition of the fee 
of 10s. a year on each. 

If that interpretation of the Act is up- 
held by Crown counsel, proceedings will be 
instituted against Mr. Ford. The Post Office 
declined to say what will happen in the event 
of the interpretation being in Mr. Ford’s 
favour.

THE SIXPENNY TAX.

Sin,— With reference to my letter, which 
you kindly published in your issue of the

THE PRESERVATION OF GAME.

sheep has one, if not two or three, of these 
dogs which devour eggs, leverets, young 
chicks, and often the sitting hens at will. 
Their owners even let them loose at night 
to feed. 

A muzzling order should be issued apply- 
ing to all dogs taken out by shepherds, etc., 
in game. districts between, say, the Ist 
March and list July. I suggest that small 
local dealers, as well as all others, should 
be made to pay a £5 licence before they 
are permitted to buy even rabbits. Mr. 
Parker Keene’s suggestion that they should 
be made to keep a detailed list of what 
they buy, and from whom, is of the utmost 
importance, and 1 would suggest that such 
lists should be made available by law, if re- 
quired, as evidence in the prosecution of 
poachers. Even the rabbits which these 
local. dealers buy are practically all poached. 

In conclusion, I consider that the exter- 
mination of vermin by landowners should be 
made compulsory. There are four different 
sporting estates in this district, and to my 
certain knowledge only one of the four 
owners makes any effort in this direction, 
This is very unfair to the man who pre- 
serves—-Yours, etc.,

A public inguiry was held yesterday at 
Raheny, Co. Dublin, into representations 
which have been made to the Minister for 
Local Government for the closing of the 
Raheny Burial Ground on the plea of over- 
crowding. 
The Rev. T. W. Drury, rector of Raheny, 
said that the graveyard belonged to the 
Church of Ireland, but persons of all de- 
nominations were entitled to burial there, 
The records of the graveyard went back to 
1815. In his opinion, which was shared by 
the local vestry, the ground should be closed 
in the interests of Christian decency. When- 
ever a new grave was opened skulls and 
bones were usually disinterred. 
It was observed later that there was now 
only room for one more burial in the grave- 
ard. 
. Mr. Conry said that the Council did not 
wish it to be thought that there was not an 
adequate burying space in their area. New 
ground had n opened recently and con- 
secrated.

OBJECTION TO LITERARY 
SOCIETY READINGS, 
——— 


The self-help societies, the ambitious 
reading ci:.les, and the earnest seekers after 
culture have received a rebuff from the 
Aut!ors’ Soc -ty. Quite a number of authors 
are objecting to these laudable little gather- 
ings where some member of an earnest local 
literary society reads to his follow-members 
the latest play by Shaw or Pin 5), 
The Dramatic Committee of the Authors’ 
Society are strongly of opinion that such 
readings are infringements of the authors’ 
rights and that they cannot be allowed unless 
the fees are paid. Barnsley_ (Yorkshire) has 
brought this matter to light. A society in that 
town made their announcements of meetings 
forthe coming season and received a letter from 
the Authors’ Society stating that: “dramatic 
authors were -likely seriously to be damaged 
in the future if these readings are given by a 
number of societies and groups all over the 
country \.thout payment of fees.” 
Later the Authors’ Society wrote saying 
that Mr. Gregson, Mr. Eden Phillpotts, Mr. 
Arnold Bennett, Sir Arthur W. Pinero and 
Mr. Benard Shaw, all objected to their plays 
being read unless the fees were paid. 
“Tt is an infringement of authors’ rights, 
and if these societies are going to multiply 
all over the country it will damage authors 
immensely. If the masses are to be educated 
we feel that authors should not be penalised,”’ 
said an official of the Society. in an interview. 
If a play goes on tour it is, of course, 
conceivable that readings may affect its 
prospects, and the contracts that have been 
made. But numbers of societies have already 
prepared their syllabuses, and the problem 
arises as to when the reading of a play 
becomes a reading in respect of which a fee 
may be demanded. Many readings are in- 
formal affairs in vicarage libraries or a 
drawing-room before a few friends. 

The ha League, it is understood, is to 
take up the matter with the Authors' Society.
